OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack Galaxy Light shines color- 
ful beams of light to create great mood light- 
ing at dances, parties, or in almost any room. 

LIGHT ASSEMBLY 

1 . Remove the outer and inner cylinders to 
expose the metal frame. Remove both 
cylinders’ poly bags. 

2. Untwist the wire tie which fastens the 
light bulb box and remove the light bulb 
from the box. 

3. Insert the light bulb into the socket on 
the lamp’s base and turn it clockwise to 
secure. 


When the light bulb becomes hot, the inner 
cylinder begins to spin. 

Notes: 

• Give the cylinder a gentle spin if it does 
not begin spinning. 

• Do not shake the light while it is spin- 
ning. 

To turn off the light, turn the power switch 
clockwise until it clicks. 


WARNING: To reduce the risk of fire or 
shock hazard, do not expose this product to rain 
or moisture. 


4. Carefully remove the protective card 
board from the inner cylinder. 

5. Position the inner cylinder directly over 
the pin so that it is properly balanced in 
the center of the pin so the cylinder can 
spin freely. 

Caution: Avoid scratching the inner cyl- 
inder when you install it.

6. Replace the outer cylinder on the base. 

OPERATION 

1 . Place the light on a level surface; other- 
wise it might not rotate. 

2. Plug the AC power cord into a standard 
120V AC outlet. 

3. Rotate the power switch clockwise until 
it clicks to turn the power on.

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REPLACING THE BULB 


Warning: When you must change the light bulb, turn the power off and let the bulb cool or wear a 
glove to protect your hand. 

1. Turn the power off. 

2. Remove the cylinders to access the light bulb. 

3. Turn the bulb counterclockwise to remove it. 

4. Insert a 120V, 40W bulb and turn it clockwise until it is secure. 

5. Replace the inner and outer cylinders. 

Caution: Use a bulb as specified in Step 4 above. Using any other type bulb could damage your 
light. 

CARE 

Keep the light dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use and store the light only in normal 
temperature environments. Handle the light carefully; do not drop it. Keep the light away from 
dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it looking new. Do not use harsh 
chemicals, cleaning solvents, or strong detergents to clean the light. 

Modifying or tampering with the light’s internal components can cause a malfunction and might 
invalidate your warranty. If your light is not performing as it should, take it to your local Ra- 
dioShack store for assistance. 

This light has been tested and found to comply with all applicable ETL standards. 


Limited Ninety-Day Warranty 

This product is warranted by RadioShack against manufacturing defects in material and workmanship under normal use for ninety (90) 
days from the date of purchase from RadioShack company-owned stores and authorized RadioShack franchisees and dealers. EXCEPT
